The folowlng timely article la from 


the Wall Street Journal, one of the 
most conservative papers In the coun- 
try. 
It contains so much of truth 


and hard common sense that It Is 
worthy of careful perusal: 


We think we have earned the rlsht 


to speak our mind to organized la- 
bor. and that wo have earned from 
organized labor at least a few min- 
utes' attention for what we have to 
say. 
We have never felt able to 


Join In the chorus of abuse of la- 
bor unions as such that 1ms been 
raised by most people and papers In 
Wall street, because we have had no 
fault to find with the principle of 
organized labor as such. 
Nor have 


tve felt any temptation to Join with 
Mr. Hearst and his friends In their 
llck-splttling of union labor and threa- 
tening of 
free labor, because It has 


seemed to us an essentially dishon- 
est and cowardly way of 
dealing 


with a genuine and very difficult prob- 
lem. 
We have simply tried to be 


fair and reasonably In accord with 


. common sense In dealing with tlio 


•whole question. 
And what we have 


now to say, we say as true friends 


. of union labor — nor do we ask any- 
. thing In return, not even votes, but 


only attention. 
' 
Union labor is rapidly driving the 


public to bay. 
Only union leaders, 


blinded by selfish ambition and egged 
on by the sophistries of the "yellow 
Journals" can fall to realize the mean- 
Ing of events at Waterbury. which 
events are the logical sequel of what 
has gone before. 
The murderer of 


the policeman Mendelssohn no doubt 
•only translated Into action the dic- 
tum of Mr. Hearst's "American" and 
other similar sheets that a "scab" 
has no right to work. Just as the mis- 
erable Czolgosz translated the attacks 
of Mr. Hearst's "American" on Pres- 
ident 
McKlnley Into a pistol-shot. 


But while the moral blame for these 
and 
• many other similar outrages 


lies at Mr. Hearst's door,. and while 
the union leaders are merely follow- 
ing his counsels, the public 
will 


take the nearest criminal and exact 
the penalty from him. 
And tlio 


nearest criminal Is in this case th,e 
labor union. 


We extract from the Evening Post 


the following remarks: 


"LaboMinlon terrorism Is at war 


. with the whoio spirit of liberty. Free- 


dom. of debate and unfettered choice 
of occupation or of party after peace- 
ful argument pro and con — this Is 
.what democracy has struggled for In 
Its upward course, but this Is what 
modern unionism would destroy, like 
any feudal baron. What John IJrlght 
argued for, by tongue and pen. was 
the admission of the working classes 
to political rights in order that they 
might be taught the manners of lib- 
erty. 
They have been enfranchise.! 


but their leaders today would con- 
vert them Into a set of tyrants more 
odious and perilous than any form 
which we have escaped. 
To with- 


stand their arrogant claims, to defy

• Thla nation achlcrcd its political 


'"liberty at the cost of 'a fierce strug- 


gle. and with the Iocs of many lives. 


' Political liberty without social lib- 
' erty Is worthless— Indeed It is mean- 
: Ingless. 
The labor union threatens 


pur social . liberty by nets such as 
bave been committed in Its name at 
Scbenectady. and Waterbury. Great 
Britain did not by 'its dominion ipso 


.facto abridge the natural rights of 


dwellers In the American colonies, 
but tho labor union threatens to do 
so by denying the right to 
wor .. 


This nation will. If It has to do HO, 
assuredly assert and defeiui. at the 
cost of blood, the right of a man to 
work without let or hindrance, when, 
where, and as he lists. 
If the labor 


unions assume to take the law Into 
their own hands, they will force the 
public to do so In their own defense 
as the Vigilantes did In California. 


Wnat will be the result: 
Those 
labor union leadersJand 


there are some — whose heads have 
not been turnei may with prollt con- 
sider one Important fact, which Is 
that tlio members of tho labor tin- 
lens form but a relatively small pro- 
portion of the total labor-roll.— not 
to say of the toal population. 
Sup- 


pose organized labor to concentrate 
for a war upon society — who can be 
uncertain as to the outcome? 
It 


might mean great disturbance for n 
time and great suffering on the part 
of many people, but It would surely 
mean the utter destruction of or- 
ganized labor as it exists today. It 
would have to mean this or the des- 
truction of social liberty. For organ- 
ized 
labor to force the Issue on this 


basis is simply suicidal. 
its suc- 


cess could only come as freedom dis- 
appeared — which Is not likely to hap- 
pen In this country Just yet. 


We think organized labor has In 


tho past performed useful 
service 


for a great mass of people, and that 
properly led and wisely guided 
it 


will accomplish in tho future an im- 
portant work for mankind. 
In Its 


own interest, however, it should real- 
ize the fearful mistake it is now 
making and the storm that It is rais- 
ing. 
We hope that it will, but It 


must do so at once, or it may bo too 
late. •

Bleaching Celery. 


There 
aro 
several 
methods 
01 


blanr.hlng. four of which arc Illustrat- 
ed In a recent government Imlletln. 
Celery Is blanched for tho purpose of 
depriving It of Us natural gmou color 
and of certain hitter properties, thus 
rendering It more palatable. The prin- 
ciple Involved Is tho exclusion of light. 
Ono of the methods of doing this Is 
'ho heaping of earth against tho cel- 
ery, ns shown In our first Illustration. 
In tho celery fluids north of Chlrnco 


hard wrapping paper with an almost 
"sized" surface, tho bleaching was 
successful. Uy this method the stalks 
wore brought together and tied and a 
width of paper reaching to within 2 
or 3 Inches of tho tops of the leaves 
was rolled tightly at., .t the plants. 
As the plants grew, another width o 
paper was rolled about tho first, and 
again reaching nearly the top of tho 
plant. Two applications of the pape 
were found to be sulllcicnt. From a 
month to six weeks was required to 
blench tho celery by this process In a 
cool house In April and May.—Farm 
era' Ilevlew.

In his annual report tho Secretary 


of Agriculture says of the soil surveys 
made by tho bureau having that work 
In charge: "These soil surveys are Ir 
the nature of a general rerounols 
sancc of tho area. They show tho 
conditions which prevail, and the maps 
ahow tho character and distribution ol 
tho soils. This IB, however, merely a 
basis for further work, nnd It Is neces- 
sary In many cases that tho Informa 
tlon thus furnished and tho sugges- 
tions which aro made should bo fol- 
lowed hy further Investigations and 
practical demonstration:) of tho ofll- 
clcncy and commercial value of the 
suggestions In order to Insure their 
successful adoption by the residents 
of tho area. Farmers are proverbially 
ultraconsorvatlvo as to their methods, 
nnd arc usually, and often justifiably, 
very unwilling to accept advice unless 
It can be shown that Improvement will 
surely 
follow. Such 
demonstration 


work can, In moat cases, be hotter ac- 
complished hy the stations than by tho 
Department of Agriculture, for the sta- 
tion forces have a more intlmato 
knowledge of tho conditions and of 
the people, and aro, as a rule. In closer 
touch with tho people than Is tho de- 
partment, and with these reports and 
maps they have tho basis for further 
work In tho Improvement of tho agri- 
cultural conditions of tho area, upon 
which they cnn expend their full en- 
ergy and all the resources nt their 
command. If the soil-survey work Is 
not followed 
up on these practical 


lines, much of the efficiency and value 
of the work will surely be lost." 


Tillering cf Wheat. 


The tlmo of seeding has great Influ- 


ence upon tho tillering of tho plants. 
Early seeded wheat affords time for 
the tillering, while with late seeding, 
cold weather stops growth In many 
cases before the desirable amount of 
tillering has taken place. As a rule, 
wheat seeded after the middle of Oc- 
tober in Oklahoma, tillers but Httlo In 
the fall, and November Bc<nitng not at 
all. 
If the land Is In good condition 


and the following spring Is favorable, 
much may be made of them, but as a 
rule the stand will lie too thin and Ir- 
regular from late October to November 
seeding when the usual amount of 
seed ia used per acre, nnd consequently 
Bcven to eight pecks per acre should 
be used for seeding at these times. 
If tho land has been put In good tilth 
by early plowing and frequent harrow- 
Ing, lighter needing!! may be usud than 
whero tho ground Is loose, cloddy and 
dry. In the latter case many of the 
seeds will not grow and tho conditions 
aro not llkoly to bo favorable to pro- 
duce tho proper amount of tillering,
